THE SILVER QUESTION [LN INDEA. 

A correspondent writes aa follows on this 
vexed question — : 

Sir David Barbour haa hit on a plan by 
which he expects to revive trade by placing 
tho rupee ona higher equivalent sterling

Oracle containa a most joteresting 
‘on’ the’ ‘above subject, ‘ compiled 
from tha result of enguiries get on foot by. 
Profeasor Auaten, | According to that gen: 
tloman, tha’ average cost of producing an 
oz. of gilvor in’ 1887-88 was 1s. 8d. , which 
seoms a very high, yata and hardly borne 
cont hy aubscyoent vente Moreover, tho 
tendency of Inte years has naturally been 
in the direstion of economy in cost of pro- 
duction ; so that even agsuniing that the 
eotimate given was accurate at that time, 
a very much lower figure would ropresant 
the nvorage cost to-day. “But let us-give 
the Dutly Oracte's statement by itself : 

._ Professor Auston inade a carafal analy- 
sis of the sourced of production. Silvar, 
he pointed out, might be classed into four 
groups; ‘first, the -bye-product of silver 
secured in tho production of gold; 
second, silver ag d bye-product and as 9 
direst product in working mines where 
silver iz fonnd in connection aithlend ; 
third, tho produption of silver where it is 
ound in connaotion with copper deposits, 

aud where tha soppar would be workel 

perfectly irrespective of the silver; aud 
fourth, silver mincs proper, wheres the 
main metal secured isthe white metal. Ag 
regards Group I, silvor is to all intenta 
and purposes @ nuisance, but as it has. to 
bo extracted before the gold can be ren- 
dered pure, the cost is quite infinitesimal 
—about 24d, per oz., bat this is an ingigai- 
ficant quuntity of tho-total, Rather more 
than one-third of tha otal silver prodaced 
was dorived from mixed. lead and. silver 
miniog, or where silver is found with load. 
A great meoy mines are worked for she 
lead and silver products ia tha: United 
States, Spain and some other Haropean 
countrics, also Ausiralis. In. numerong 
cusses if the lead did not -con- 
tain silver the cres could not be worked 
with profib; or ifthe lead were uasalcable 
the mines would oot ha worth vorking for 
the silver contents, As the result of Pro- 
fessor Austen’s inquiry the goneral-avorago 
for ail countries of tha cosh of production 
Was approximately 22, por oz, a3 applied to 
ailver in counection with lead. In Group 
IL, where silver in connection with 
copper is reported upon, the. yolamo of sil- 
ver from these sources is very small, barely 
8% por cont. of the total production. Now 
the copper mines would be worked whether 
there wers silver or not, the latter being 
purely « bye-product. Jush ag in taking 
the silver away from tho gold, so tho 
expense of taking silver out of the-copper 
is an item_of cosh of proguotion, arid the 
average expenses of desilverising copper is 
reckoned to be about 1s, 11d,:per ounea 
of silver. There aro difforent methods of 
extracting the metal fram the combined cop- 
er and. silver, one process repalting 
in on expanditore of about 5d. -per omnes, 
but the average is estimated by the anthori- 
ty wo. quote. at Is, 11d. Lastly there is 
Group IV., in which the mines are worked 
for the silver ore contents, Ihe mesn cost 
of getting silver under Group IV. is placed 
at Ia. 5d. per oz. ‘Here than wa have four 
groaps of sources of production of silver, 
with eost ranging from 24d. per oz, on the 
insigaificant quantity to 1s. Sd. per oz: on 
the vory. large amount. In each of the 
four groupa the reenlts arrived at are from 
siverages, and the average of the four 
averages, taking noto not only of the cost 
rentailed by each process but also the 
relative amount of silver which cach procesa 
produces, gives 1s, Sd. per oz. for the 
general avetage cost of production. One 
point necoasary to call attention to in thie 
matter is that the cost mentioned is simply 
the actual expense in produtiug the silver, 
und is irrespective of any interest boing 
allowed for -capital; and if capital is left 
out, of course nothing is allowed for buying 
the land in which the miveral is found.’ 

It is quite clear in so far ag the coast of 
production bears -rolation to_the price of 
silver, that the cost of producing silver 
from silver nines, represeutidg 56 per cent 
of the total quantity raised, must have the 
moat importunt influence on: the price. 
Professor Austen tells us thot the mean 
cost of producing this silver was 1s, 6d. 
per.oz. Sve years ago. Since then, no 
doubt, this rate has been considerably 
reduced (ill now it can hardly be musi 
above the present price of silver, Owing 
to the {aot that copper and lead mince 
produce silver as a bye-product and are 
glad to soll it for what it will fetch, this 
mnat necessarily act prejadicially to the 
price of silver in the open market. It 
geome probable, therofore, that the present 
price of silver ia almest, if nob quite, as 
low a8 the coat of production. —Times of 
Ceylon, 3 :
